•rack quota of athletes as it hurl­ 
ed against the United States during 
the past year on fields of sport. 


A little resume of what Johnny 
Bull did to your Uncle Sam wouldn’t 
be out of place right now, since all 
international sport conflicts are off 
for the time being. 


Scanning tlie past year we find 
that the two countries have clashed 
in seven big events. 
Out of those 
seven events our cousins from across 
the big pond pulled away with five 
victories, leaving Uncle Sam two. 


Figuring it out on the percentage 
basis it has been a pretty bum year 
for American atheltes. 
Their two 
wins as against five defeats 
gives 
them a percentage of .280, and even 
a. tail end club in a baseball league 
would sneer at that John Bull’s per­ 
centage would be .714—some mark 
as marks go. It seems like only yes­ 
terday—it was last year in fact— 
that we were concocting many a pun 
about the athletic ability of our rela­ 
tives in the British Isles. 
They were 
not winning many conflicts in those 
days. 
And then it happened! 


At relay racing, golf, polo, boxing 
and tennis, Uncle Sam’s athletic re­ 
presentatives got such a. linking as 
they never had had in the history of 
international sports.

unusally bright. 


It will be many a year, in all likeli­

IS FOUGHT IN OPEN COUNTRY 


Conditions Different Than in Battles 


of Marne and Meuse. When 


Allies Wen and Lost.

Bordeaux, France, Sept. 17.—That 
the French are again winning a de­ 
cisive victory all along tin* line in the 
third great battle of the war was the 
declaration today of Minister of War 
Millerand. 
As lie pointed out, the 
first battle, that of the Sambre and 
the Meuse, went against the allies 
who could not withstand the com­ 
plete strength of the German 
war 
machine and were compelled to re­ 
tire. 
But a different tale 
was re­ 
corded at the battle of 
the 
Marne 
where the Germans were not only de­ 
feated but in parts of their line, w a s 
routed. 
Now comes the third conflict. 
It 
lias been in progress since Monday 
and lia> been named the Battle of the 
Aisne. Up to the present the French 
have had the advantage. This battle, 
like the battle of the Marne, is being 
fought in the 
open 
country. 
But 
conditions are reversed. 
In the bat­ 
tle of the Marne the French held the 
entrenched positions. 
The Germans 
could not drive them out of them. In 
the battle of the Aisne, however, r e ­ 


p o r t s received here indicate that the 
Germans are being forced all along 
the line toward the Meuse. 
Tlier is no attempt to minimize the 
strength of the Germans or to be­ 
lieve that the war is now going to 
constitute a series of successes for 
the allies. 
Here in Bordeaux, where 
the French government is located it 
is realized the high officials of Ger­ 
many know that if t lie German army, 
which a l w a y s has been looked 
on 
with awe, by the German people is 
routed hv the French, the kaiser will 
face a revolution at home where the 
Socialists are supporting the war 
only because they firmly believe Ger­ 
many was forced into it. 
One great result of 
the 
present 
battle to date is that most of the 
French fortresses have been badly 
damaged and some of 
them 
have 
been destroyed. 
As a result the a r­ 
mies have an almost complete sweep 
from the Northern frontier to the 
fortifications, of Paris. 
The 
individual 
spirit 
of 
the 
French troops is far better than any 
one expected. 
They tailed to show 
much on the retreat on Paris and 
forced the English regulars to do the 
brunt of the fighting in covering the 
retreat. But now that they have as-
